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News Bureau Created 
to Serve Public Servants 


A new, government-wide news 
bureau, INSIDE NEWS (IN) is 
gathering information of inter- 
est to federal government em- 
ployees and passing it on to 
departments and agencies 

The need for such a service 
came to the attention of Unity 
Canada during research into 
causes of Canadians’ discon- 
tent. Many citizens expressed 
frustration because public ser- 
vants they contacted had insuf- 
ficient information about go- 
vernment projects, policies, 
facilities and announcements. 
This frustration often provoked 
anger against the whole federal 
system 

Unity Canada next surveyed 
government internal informa- 
tion officers to find out how 
Cabinet and Treasury Board 
directives on improving internal 
communications had worked. 
During this study, many “inter- 
nal communicators’ were 
found who were eager to im- 
prove the job being done. These 
were brought together as a 
committee of the Information 
Services Institute. They held 
several meetings, and the first 
of a series of seminars on 
internal communication techni- 
ques. A directory of internal 
communicators has been com- 
piled, and a communications 
network set up among them so 
that news can be spread 


through the departments and 
agencies quickly 

INSIDE NEWS relies on vo- 
lunteer efforts of these commit- 
tee members to plan, research, 
write and distribute informa- 
tion, but in the early months of 
1980 it has established a record 
of notable accomplishments 
On March 31, IN reporters 
attended their first news confe- 
rence in the National Press 
Building, along with reporters 
from all other media covering 
national news. IN's first article 
— on the blue pages in tele- 
phone directories — has appea- 
red in most federal employee 
publications (February Scan) 
and you are now reading the 
second article. A third, on what 
we all need to know about the 
metric conversion program will 
be distributed soon, and a 
fourth, about the recent report 
of Auditor General J.J. Macdo- 
nell is being written. 

Generally these articles will 
appear in regular issues of 
Scan. But when there is an 
urgent need to contact you 
quickly we will use the Scan 
Bulletin, as we did on April 8 to 
tell you about our new Chief 
Statistician Larry Fry. Watch the 
Scan boxes in the lobbies and 
cafeterias.

Carter Awards Certificate to Ivan Fellegi 


Ivan Fellegi, Assistant Chief 
Statistician of the social statis- 
tics field, recently received a 
certificate of appreciation from 
United States President Jimmy 
Carter for work he did in 1978 
on the “President's Reorganiza- 
tion Project" 

“The U.S. had no effective 
central body to co-ordinate 
Statistical activities,” Dr. Fellegi 
explained. “With more and 
more payment formulas based 
on statistics, there was a gro- 
wing danger of political pres- 
sures influencing statistical 
concepts. There was no spo- 
kesman for the overall integrity 
of U.S. statistics, and no mecha- 
nism to establish national sta- 
tistical priorities. No one was 
responsible for assessing the 
continuing national relevance 
of projects that had been wor- 
King for decades. We were 
asked to recommend a means 
of solving these kinds of pro- 
blems 


“Of course," he added, “the 
U.S political and bureaucratic 
Structure is entirely different 
from Canadian institutions. 


There is no cabinet there to give 
the type of interdepartmental, 
national perspectives we are 
accustomed to here." 

The final solution recommen- 
ded, and accepted by the Presi- 


dent, is an effective co- 
ordinating body within the 
executive office of the Presi- 
dent, along with a uniform 
Statistics Act, applying to all 
statistical agencies, by which 
they can all uniformly safe- 
guard confidentiality, yet effec- 
tively co-operate in avoiding 
duplication of effort. 
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Would it be possible to mention 
in Scan that there are many 
employees of Statistics Canada 
doing handicraft work of one 
kind and another (charities) 
who could use help in obtaining 
supplies?
